Over Four States,

Mr. H. A. 2rr, manager of the
Souiheen Public Utilities company In
this city, stated yesterday morning
that thy power line from Belton to
this eity would be completed this week
an’ that all the connections would be
made by the latter part of next week,
thus fintshing the link between' An-
derson and the extensive powers sys-
tem of the Southern Power company.

When all of the connectlons are
made it will be possible for every
power plant in the two states of North
and South Carolina to be shut down
and for them to run a motor in the
castern part of North Carolina with
power from Portman Shoals. Waen
the Hne is finished, a circuft will
be formed that almost any city in
the sbove two states can be connect-
ed with any other city by a direct line.

The line between here and Belton
is sp constructcd to carry 100,000
volls but for the present will be used
for only 44,000. Later the line will
go to Clemson College and will tap
the main line from Spartanburg and
Greenville .and Kasley on to Tocoa,
Ga.
